T he tests w ere conducted on dry 
land conditions startin g in 1947 
and including 1952. 
T otal rainfall 
for 1952 for 1952 am ounted to 
14.54 inches, and soil m oisture was 
adequate until the la tte r part of 
July . (R ainfall as gauged as H am ­ 
lin, incidentally , registered 12.08 
inches). 


S trippers were used to harvest 
the 1951 and 1952 crops.

Austin. - The legislative spot­ 
light centered this week on the 
question of whether or not public 
school teachers are going to get 
an increase in pay. 
The teachers won an advantage 
when the Senate passed a bill giv­ 
ing them an increase of $600 a 
year. 
Senator A. M. Aikin Jr. of 
Paris sponsored the bill, which has 
the support of the Texas State 
Teachers Association. 
In passing the hill, the senators 
heard a warning that it will force 
a tax increase of about $30,000,000 
I year. 
In the House, meanwhile, the 
teacher pay bill bogged down last 
week in a mass of technicalities* 
Representative Lamar Zivley of 
Temple, sponsoring the bill in the 
House, ran into trouble from the 
economy-minded members every 
time he tried to make progress 
with it. 


For example, when Zivley at­ 
tempted to get the hill transferred 
from 
the 
House 
appropriations 
committee to another committee 
which he considers more friendly. 
Representative Joe Kilgore nf Mc­ 
Allen brought up the point of 
order that no such transfer may 
he made without first giving six 
days’ notice. 
Speaker Reuben Senterfitt sus­ 
tained the point of order. 
Zivley could not muster enough 
votes to suspend the rule. 
Nor 
could he get a motion passed in­ 
structing the committee to report 
Immediately on his hill. 


Representative Max C Smith of 
Ran 
Marcos, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House appropriations committee, 
rose to deny that his group is un­ 
friendly to the teachers’ bill. 
” 1 know from talking to some 
of the members that they are will­ 
ing to vote out 
so m e kind of 
trqrh<»r pay raise bill,” Smith said 
” 1 don't know which one. 
It is 
possible that we could vote out a 
hill that wouldn't require a new 
tax.” 
Zivloy's hill, said Smith, was 
delayed pending certification by 
the state comptroller that 
the 
money will be available for the 
general appropriation of $166,000,- 
000 for the next two years. 
Shortly thereafter, Comptroller 
Robert S. Calvert said the appro­ 
priations hill is within anticipated 
»»ate revenue. 
Smith, mentioning a hare pos­ 
sibility that 
teachers could be 
riven a raise without an increase 
In taxes, said it ‘might he done by 
passing Representative Kilgore’s 


bill, which reallocates some taxes 
and puts a greater burden of 
school costs on the local districts. 
Governor Aflan Shivers had rec­ 
ommended a plan of this nature. 
But after last week’s legislative 
shirmishing on the measure, the 
governor commented that a teach­ 
er pay increase bill without new 
taxes would look “ like an empty 
gesture.” The only other recourse 
apparently is settlement of the 
pending gas tax suit in favor of 
the state. 
This would provide 
$15,000,000. Shivers’ stand is def­ 
initely against any new taxes. 


The governor, however, said that 
this legislature is. so far. "one of 
accomplishment.” 
He expressed 
hope for passage of these meas­ 
ures: 
1* Seven 
propositions 
dealing 
with water conservation. 
2. A judicial redistricting bill. 
3. Submission of Senator George 
Moffett’s 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment to use the Confederate pen­ 
sion fund surplus for new state 
buildings. 
4 Coordination of higher edu­ 
cation. 
5. Action on a toll road pro­ 
gram. 
6. Classification of state jobs, 
and provision of higher pay for 
professional 
and 
technical 
em­ 
ployees. 


Before the House went a judicial 
re-districting plan, aimed at the 
political organization of George 
Farr of Duval County. 
The house judiciary committee 
approved a bill for re-districting 
ithnut a dissenting vote. 
The hill would reshuffle the 
strife-weary, four-county 79th Ju ­ 
dicial District of South Texas. 
Affected in the changes would be 
Duval, Webb. Starr, Zapata. Jim 


H o g g . Jim Wells, Brooks and Nue­ 
ces Counties. 


In the House is a hill that would 
bring about changes In the elec­ 
tion rode pased by the Legislature 
two years ago. 
Passed by committee was the 
bill, which would repeal cross fil­ 
ing, remove the requirement that 
candidates file their expense ac­ 
counts, and provide for polls to 
remain open until 8:00 p. m. 


Charges against Judge C. Wood­ 
row Laughlin of the 79th District 
were aired in the Senate. 
Judge Laughlin, a friend of Parr, 
was summoned on a resolution by 
Senator William H. Shireman of 
Corpus Christi. 
The resolution 
calls for an investigation of Judge 
lLaughlin's conduct in office* 


The judge had previously ap­ 
peared before a House committee 
on the re-distrlcting bill, and be­ 
fore a State Bar Association com­ 
mittee which was probing charges 
seeking to remove the judge from 
office. 
A bar committee member report­ 
ed "a very nice hearing." 
The judge commented: “ Now I 
know how an innocent man feels 
when he goes to trial.” 


A House bill by Representative 
Bert Hall would increase the per­ 
mit fees of beer and liquor dealers 
and set up a fund to fight alcohol­ 
ism 
The bill has the support of the 
Texas committee on alcoholism. 
Half a dozen witnesses appear­ 
ed for the bill at a session of the 
house committee on revenue and 
taxation. 
Art Stein, drector of the New 
Mexico Commission on Alcohol­ 
ism, testified that his state is pro­ 
viding clinical treatment for alco 
holies at a cost of $140 per patient, 
and is effecting cures or rehahili- 
tatin in 80 per cent of incipient 
cases. 
Former Speaker Homer T,eon- 
ard, representing the beer indus­ 
try, raised the objection that the 
tax would fall on wret counties, 
while much of the state is legally 
dr\.
